5 . The circumstances leading to the substitution of the original Table D - III by this revised Table are briefly as follows. Thero 
was only limited enumeration of caste in 1951 census. In U . P ., however , all castes except those given in a specific list of non -backward 
castes were enumerated in the slips . At the time of sorting the slips were dealt with not by villages or mohallag but by whole tracts , 
which consisted of a whole teholl in rural areas and a whole city or a combination of towns in urban areas . In order to determine tho 
number of scheduled castes the sorters were given a list of the 64 scheduled castes mentioned above and asked to separate thç alips of 
these castes (not of cach casto individually but all put together). This was a difficult and strenuous sorting operation but was reported to 
for tho sake of Its cheapncas . At the time of this operation no instructions were given as to how the slips were to be trcatcd if a person 
returned himself by a generic scheduled caste name guch as Harijan or Achut or by a recognised synonym such as Raidas or Bhagat 
(for Chamar ). In the result , sorters and tabulation offices dealt with the slips according to their own interpretation and there is no doubt 
that a number of scheduled castco persons who returned themselves by generic names or by synonymous names not inding placean the 
list attached to the President s Order , were left out of the scheduled castes count. Such a situation arose in several states of India 
and threatened , in some cases , to affect the number of seats reserved for scheduled castes in the legislatures. The Government of India 
docided , after careful consideration , that persons returning themselves by generic or synonymous scheduled casto nemce should be counted 

cheduled castes and that cenous tables be amended accordingly , where necessary . 

In U . P . fortunately a second count of the scheduled castes was necessitated by the requirements of the State Governmont for election 
to local bodies. They wanted figures of scheduled castes by villages in rural areas and by mohallas in urban areas . The census 
tabulation plan did not provide for sorting of scheduled castos population for areas omaller than a tehsil or urban tract. A fresh sort had , 
therefore , to be organised . It would have been a tedious and expensive operation If the slips had been taken as the basis and so the data 
Was sorted from the National Register of Citizens, in which all the census slips had been copied and which had been prepared by villages 
for rural areas and by mohallas for urban areas . During this sort specific orders were also given for counting as scheduled castes persong 
who had returned themselves by generic or synonymous scheduled caste names. The figures thus obtained have been published in 1952 
In a district wise series of " District Population Statistics" . These figures are different from those published in Table D -III . 

As It is not desirablo to let two different figures of scheduled castes appear in the published tables it has been decided to replace 
Tablo D - III by the figures of the “ Diptrict Population Statistics " . There are several reasong why these figures should be considered 
definitely more correct then the figure of Table D - III. In the first place , the sorting from the National Register has taken into account 
persons returning themselves by generic and synonymour scheduled caste name, whlle the original conşuş korting left the position uncertain . 
Socondly , the sorting from the National Register has been carried out carefully and slowly and even a second count instituted where the 
figures differed materially from the original census table . On the other hand , the system of sorting the scheduled castes figures at the 
time of the census sorting threw undue strain on the sorter and was liable to a large element of error. Thirdly , the National Register 
although a secondary record , has been proved by a sample check to be highly accurate , almost as good as the original slips. Fourthly , 
the total figurt of scheduled castes for the State as arrived at from the National Register accords with the 1931 Census figure of scho 
duled custes much better than the figure of the first count,
